lime to scour iron, tin or copper; wash in 
ht)t suds and polish with <iry whiting. 

To remove spots from furniture, four 
ounces of vinegar, two ounce*! (»f sweet 
oil, one ounce Of turpentine. • Mix and 
apply with a flannel cloth. 

Spirits of ammonia dilufeil with water, 
if applied w ith i suongo or tlannel to dis- 
colored spots (Ml tilo carpets or garments, 
will restore tiic co ur. 

Skim milk and water, with a little bit of 
glue in it, made .scalding hot, will remove 
old rusty Idack crape.

The Number of Cases at Cincinnati In- 
creaHinK Dai' j— The LnWiOfthlt State 
Couceruiug Yacciiiatiou. 

If reports are true, the terrible scourge 
small pox, has increased at Cincinnati 
during the last two weeks to a most alarm- 
ing extent. Fiom tlie publications in the 
papers of that city, we learn that during 
last week from five to fifteen new cases 
were reported each day. The Board oi 
Health recognising the necessity of taking 
some action to prerent the further spread 
of the disease,ha8 opened an ofTice where all 
who wish may be vaccinated fre(^ of charge. 
Every day last week four or five physi- 
cians were kept busy at the office. Eight 
hundred and two persons were vaccinated. 
But the question ia waa thatacUon taken in 
time ? Ia there not great danger of the 
scourge being communicated to the neigh- 
boring towns. Is there any certainty that 
we will not have it here ? In view of this 
would it nut be well to take some precau- 
tionary measures. Why delay until tlie 
disease has appeared in our midst. Why 
not have the statute of the State and the 
ordinance of the city concerning vaccina- 
tion enforced. We presume that many of 
our readers do not know the provisions of 
these laws and we therefore produce them 
below : 

Bkc. 1. AH persons of the age of tweiity-ono 
years and oyer, who have not been vaccinated 
or. If vaoclnated, not successfully, shall within 
three months after thU revision takes effect, 
procure their own vaccination, or revaccina- 
tion as the case may be. 

8kc. 2. AH pareiius guardians, and other per- 
sons Imvln^ tile care, CHstf)dy or control of any 
cl>iid or children, or vrho may Imve in tlieir 
employ any minor or min()rs,|shall liuve the 
8ume vaccinated; and every parent, guardian, 
and otlier person tliat may liav«' tlie care, cus- 
tody, or control of any cliild l>orn herealter, 
shall have said cliild vaccinated witldn twelve 
months after its birth, or after It comes audef 
his or ber care, onatodv or control. 

The statute also requires justices of the 
peace to authorize practicing physicians 
to vaccinate all the persons who are unable 
to pay for same and prescribes the man- 
ner in which the physicians shall receive 
their oompenaation for such service. The 
moat important section ia theS one that 
reads as follows: 

** AU vaodnatlons performed ander this arti- 
cle shall be wltb pnre vaoelne matter." 

The statute further laya that each of 

the persons referred to in the above 
sections shall be liable to a fine of from 
five to twenty dollars for every failure or 
refusal to comply therewith. It would be 
interesting to know how many persons 
there are in Maysville who have failed to 
comply with the requirements of this law. 

There are no doubt agreat many. We 
will ask also if the Committee on Educa- 
tion have carried out the provisions of the 
city ordinance on this subject. The sec- 
tion referring to the matter is as follows : 

Hec. 4, Be it further ordained that the Com- 
mittee on Education shall require all ohlldren 
in attendance upon the Publlo Schools of the 
city to produce a physician's oertlfioate that 
tliey il»»ve been vacclnuated, and, in case of 
tlie refusal or failure of any ciiiid to produce 
sucii certitlcatc, as required such child, to ab- 
sent iiimself or ;li<'rst'lf (roiu the cil y scliuols 
UUtUheor site sUull have ompltea wltlt the 
provisions of this ordinance.

Now ITjunpsliiie ^ots its nnmo from 
Hampshire, EnglniKi. MtiHsachusettg is 
derived from an Indian name, first giyen 
to the bay, sipnifying"nearthegreathill8." 
Rhodo Ipliind has an ohacure origin, the 
"Island of llliodcH," the "Island of Roads" 
andaDuk;h orijrin, "Red Island," were 
nienlionod, the first seeming' to h.'»v(» the 
best historical HU[)port. (/onnecticut is an 
Indian name, signifying "land on a long 
tidal-river."

Illinois from 
the Indian — the name of 'a tribe. ^Nlichi- 
u;an is claimed to mean "lake countrv;" it
